My enteayours to 
exist in. this climate, I suppose, absorbed so 
much of my attention that I unfortunat-ly did 
not fully appreciate that the charges you were 
going to use had had a three weeks’ baking at 
about 30 deg. over the normal tempetatnre for 
which your gnn-sights are calibrated, and it 
was not until three guns had fired that I 
realised that it was the cordite and not the 
men behind the guu who were in fault. For 
your information, the range table is calculated 
for cordite at 6C deg. F. and the charges you used 
were fonnd to be at 90 deg. F. This excess of 
temperature over the normal materially increased 
the mnzzle-velocity and threw all the first 
shots over the target: the mist and rain made 
it extremely difficult to estimate this distance 
over, and consequently many more shots were 
wasted. 
- As soon as the change in ballistics was found 
out and the correct sighting promulgated, I was 
glad to see that the remaining 12 men who had 
to firo pnt on 5! hits ont of 62 rounds, a per- 
centage of 82.2, and that Abraham, Beatty, 
Ashton Cooko, and Davidson, made “ possibles.” 
Petty Officer Grounds still niaintains his posi- 
tion as the best shot in the ship, with 9-rounds 
and 7 bits in a minute, but he is run very close 
by Abraham, Metcalfe, and Beatty, with 6 hits 
each, 

The shvoting was very much slower than 
last year, 19 ronnds less having been fired, a

THE MANCHURIAN 
CONVENTION, — 


> —_—_——_ 

The Russian Oficial Messenger publishes 
the following text of the Manchurian Con- 
vention. signed at Peking on April 8:—_. 

‘The Emperors of Russia and China, with the 
object of restoring and strengthening the 
relations and good neigbbrurship interrupted 
by the outbreak of 1900, named as plenipoten- 
tiaries M. Lessar, Prince Ching, and Wang 
Won-sbao to agree as to certain questions 
concerning Manchuria, who agreed to the 


Article ].—The Emperor of Russia, desirous 
cf giving a new proof of his love of peace and 
sentiments of friendship for the Emperor 
of China, notwithstanding that from different 
points of Manchuria along the frontier first 
attacks were made against the peaceful Russian 
population, consents to the re-establishment of 
Chinese authority in Manchuria, which remains 
an integral portion of the Chinese Empiré, and 
restores to China the right to exercise sovereign 
and administrative powers as before the ovcupa- 
tion by Russian troops. 

Article 2—On resumirg porsession of sover- 
eign sndadministrative powers in Manchuria the 
Chinese Government confirms, both as regards 
the periods of time as all the other articles, 
and undertakes strictly to observe the stipula- 
tions of the contracé with the Russo-Chinese 
Bank of Aug. 27,-1896: and in conformity 
with Article 5 of the said contract guarantees 
to protect in every way the railway and staff, 
safeguardiog all Russian subjects living in 
Manchuria, together wilh the enterprises 
established by them. Russia, in view of this 
obligation »ssamed by China, consents on its 
part, in the event of. there being no trouble 
whatsoever (n'y aura pas de trouble quelconque) 
and if the conduct of other Powers should 
not interpose any -obstacle thereto, to with- 
draw gradually all Russian troops from 
Manchuria as follows :—(a) Within six months 
from tho signing of the Convention, from the 
south-western portion of Moukden ) rovince 
as far as the Liao River, at tho same time 
restoring the railway to China; (6) during 
the six months following, from the remaining 
portion of Moukden province and Kirin pro- 
vince; (c) during the six months following 
Russia will withdraw her troops from the 
remaining province of Hehlung-kiang. 

Article 8.—To prevent 8 future repetition of

ALLEGED BOXER-PROPAGANDA 
"JN HONAN.

The ‘Boxers of Honen province, evidently 
depending upon the well-known sympathy of 
Hai L’ang (Manchu), Governor of that province, 
he having been @ strong pa:tisan of the noto- 
rious Prince Tuan and intimate friend of the 
late sanguinary Yu Hsien, the bloodthirsty 
Governor of Shansi in 1900, lave, according to 
a Kaifeng (capital of Honan) despatch, again 
begun to revive in that province their Boxer, or 
“Great Sword” Society propaganda—for the 
Boxers are only an offshoot of the Great Swords 
of Northern Kiangsu province, This Boxer 
-propaganda was begun in the sub-perfectual 
city of Kwangcbou, Honan, in the early portion 
of March last, and gradually spread until the 
common people of the four hsiens belonging to 
that sub-prefecture, namely, Kuangshanbsien, 
Kushibhsion, Hsibsien, and Shangch‘éngbsien,

for the past three months or so, initiat- 
ing their disciples and teaching them how 
to”

the above has been an open secret in Kaifeng 
for nearly two months and Governor Hsi Liang 
was amongst the very first to know it, yet he 
did nothing to stop it, or show his disappoval 
of the propaganda. Evidently Hsi Liang 
thought that Honan wus too far away from 
the coast or Yangtsze for foreigners to hear 
of the Boxer movement in his province, but he 
was soon brought to. think otherwise by recesiv- 
ing the following telegraphic despatch in the 
middle of April last from Viceroy Chang Chih- 
tung at Wuchang :—''T have received a des- 
patch from the British Consul at Hankow, 
stating “that he has beard thatthe people of 
‘the four districts of Kwangchou, and thence 
northward to Chouckchiuk‘ou are practising 
‘Boxer antics and that the people teaching them 
are mostly members of the Great Sword Society, 
or Fatao Hui, Further that, although the sub- 
prefect of Kwangchou knows of this state of 
affvirs, he dare not interfere, while, on the other 
hand, the gentry and literati stand aside and look 
on, making asan excure, that they will do nothing 
because .of the prohibition in force forbidding 
. literary examinations in their cities. Besides 
this the Consular despatch goes on to state, 
the rumour that people’s eyes are being gouged 
out for medicinal purpores. is again beivg 
universally spread about in the south eastern 
portions of the same provinee. As, unless this

EXAMINATION REFORM,

We are disposed to think tho above 
ix correct, but we feel some doubt rs the news 
came down to Shanhaikwan by natives an | they 
are often incapable of giving an account ofa 
railway accident with accuracy in detail. — For 
example, they said that the end of the train 
went through, and then pulled the front part 
of the train down on top of itself. This is all 
but a physical impossibility. - 

We note that the Jupan Mail is the suthor- 
ity for <he statement that the Japanese medal 
is io be given to all the foreign troop3. that 
fought side by side with the Japancse in North 
China in 1900.
